Send Resolution to Premier 
Protesting Unfair Attitude 

Request Him to State Definitely Charges Against 
Newspapers of Which He Complains and to Take 


Action in the Courts. 

The annual convention of Al¬ 
berta division of Canadian Week¬ 
ly Newspapers Association held 
in the Palliser hotel, Calgary, 
Oct. 9 and 10, was representative 
of the province, over 60 per cent, 
of the publishers being there, 
many accompanied by their 
wives. The daily newspapers 
were also represented, including 
the Lethbridge Herald, Mr. John 
Torrance, business manager, at¬ 
tending the sessions and who 
was a guest at the enjoyable 
social functions held in honor of | 
the gathering of newspapermen. 

The invitation of Senator W. 
A. Buchanan to hold the 
convention at Lethbridge and I 
Waterton Park was read to the 
convention and warmly received, 
though action on deciding the 
place was left for the executive 
to decide at their meeting early 
next year. Mr. Torrance was in-1 
troduced to the convention by 
H. T. Halliwell, first vice-presi¬ 
dent, and president elect for the 
coming year, who referred to the 
friendly spirit and co-operation 
of the Lethbridge Herald towards I 
the weekly newspapermen, and 
expressed their appreciation of | 
his attendance. Mr. Torrance in 
reply stated it had always been 
the policy of his paper to main-1 
tain cordial relations and co-op¬ 
erate to the fullest extent with 
the rural publishers, and hoped 
to have the pleasure of welcom¬ 
ing them to the sunny south for 
next year’s convention. Leth¬ 
bridge entertained the provin¬ 
cial convention in 1928, since 
when it had alternated between 
Calgary and Edmonton. 

As an added incentive to pro¬ 
duce better papers, Mr. Cecil La- 
mont, executive head of Grain 
and Milling Advertising Service | 
Limited, Winnipeg and Calgary, 
offered to donate two trophies 
for annual competition for the 
papers adjudged as the best 
among the country weeklies, 
points to the total of 100 being 
based on news interest, typo-| 
graphical arrangement and dis¬ 
play, press work and other de¬ 
tails. A cash award of $50 to 
each winner would accompany 
the trophies. 

During the mid-day adjourn¬ 
ment a banquet was tendered 
the Visitors in the Palliser, the 
guest speaker being Major! 
Strange, former wheat champion 
of Fenn, Alberta, who urged the 
publishers to use their influence 
in pointing out the desirability 
of western Canadian grain grow¬ 
ers maintaining that high stand¬ 
ard of wheat which in former 
years had occupied a pre-emin¬ 
ent place in world competitions. 
There had been a tendency 
through the depression to let 
down on that standard, while 
other countries such as Argen¬ 
tine and Russia had been improv¬ 
ing the grain standard. By en¬ 
couraging the grain growers to 
regain their confidence in Al¬ 
berta’s climate and 'their own 


ability to produce a very high 
quality of wheat, they would be 
forming a useful service. 

At Saturday’s noon luncheon, 
tendered by the Calgary Herald, 
the guest speaker was Mr. E. L. 
Gray, manager of the Eastern Ir¬ 
rigation District, with headquar¬ 
ters at Brooks. He pointed out 
the necessity of water conserva¬ 
tion, and pointed out the danger 
which in the past few years has 
increased through diminishing 
flows in Red Deer and Bow Rivers. 
The latter river supplies the dis¬ 
trict of which he is manager, 
and he stated that during this 
summer there was the extraor¬ 
dinary spectacle of a house be¬ 
ing moved across the river bed, so 
low was the water.

He told 
the speaker he was “sitting on 
top of the world,” but was unde¬ 
cided if he would pay up his 
debts on his land in full, or with¬ 
hold it from putting it back into 
his land. It was not for political 
reasons the farmer meditated 
this course, but he began to 
waver in his confidence because 
of experiences of most farmers 
and others since 1929 or 
He Bad farmed there for possi-1 
bly 20 or 25 years, producing a 
high type Qf products, and this 
was only one instance of the 
danger of men valuable to the 
agricultural life of the province 
withdrawing their capital be¬ 
cause they were afraid to put! 
back into their property part of | 
the capital they had earned from 
it. 

He urged newspapermen not | 
to try and tell farmers how they 
should do things. The farmers 
as a class resented being told, 
though responsive to capable 
leadership, and if their vision 
was renewed in their own prov¬ 
ince, they would thereby be en. I 
couraged to renew their efforts 
to overcome the difficulties which 
are being encountered, for Al¬ 
berta still has the same high 
productive capacity as in its 
earlier years. 

The luncheon was presided j 
over by Mr. O. L. Spencer, vice- 
president of the Calgary Herald, 
and Col. J. H. Woods spoke 
briefly in reminiscent vein of his 
experiences with early weekly 
newspapermen, much to thej 
amusement of the gathering.

Despite the annual campaign which is carried on with much vigor and 
great publicity by these combined forces in an effort to instil precaution in 
the public mind, the fire demon continues to take a terrible toll of life and 
property in this Dominion. 

When it Is reported that on the average, every day in the year one life 
is sacrificed and more than one person injured by fire and $110,000 worth 
of property goes up in smoke in Canada, the phrase “terrible toll” assumes 
definite significance and gives graphic portrayal to the adage which says 
that “fire is a good servant'but a bad master.” 

A daily loss of property of $110,000 is equivalent to approximately 
$40,000,000 a year. The enormity of this sacrifice to the fire god can be 
better appreciated when il is pointed out that the figure is a close parallel 
to the Dominion government’s contribution under relief legislation in each 
of the years 1931 and 1934, the two years in which federal expenditures for 
this purpose reached a peak since the depression started. In 1931 the fed¬ 
eral government’s relief bill amountd to $42,716,715 and in 1934 it was $36,-

y^lTHOUT question credit has been seriously impaired, 
and there is a lack of confidence as a result of debt i 
legislation. Many fail to understand how dividends can be 
created without taxation or confiscation, and repeated assur¬ 
ance of the premier notwithstanding, those owning real in¬ 
stead of imaginary assets are quickly taking steps to safe¬ 
guard their capital.

Honorable Sir: 

The Alberta Division of Cana¬ 
dian Weekly Newspapers Asso¬ 
ciation in convention in Calgary 
Oct. 9 and 10,1936, wishes to file 
a formal protest with you against 
the misrepresentation of the 
aims and objects of Alberta news¬ 
papers as a whole, which has 
been taking place ever since 
your government assumed office, 
and against unwarranted charges 
that the independent newspapers 
of the province, meaning those 
which are not official organs of j 
a political party, follow the prac¬ 
tice of deliberately misrepresent¬ 
ing the news and of deliberately 
publishing untruths for the pur¬ 
pose of influencing public opin-1 
ion. 

In the opinion of this meeting 
there is no foundation for such 
charges and if in your opinion 
such deliberate misrepresenta¬ 
tion and publication of untruths 
[has taken place we respectfully 
request that you or other offend¬ 
ed parties seek redress in the 
courts under the existing laws, 
or state to what articles qnd 
what newspapers you refer, so 
that newspapers as a whole may 
cease to be placed in the unfair 
light in the eyes of the public in 
which they find themselves to-1 
day.
